Queer \Vay the Haytian Authorities Havo 


of Tahiti a Caro ot Tholr Convicts and 
Warriors—They Tk'avcl 
In Pairs and 


Hog In the Streets Da] by Day. 
Philip McDowell is an old and well 


known New Yorker. He was a. volun- 
teer fireman once, and nil old New York- 
ers know what that means. 
Of late 


years Mr. McDowell haa traveled exten- 
sively abroad. 
He visited Hayti. 
A 


day or two ago a reporter ubketl Mm 
what was the most striking thing he 
saw in the black republic. 


"I saw many strange things in Hayti, 


but tho strangest of~all was tho way the 
soldiers and prisoners are transformed 
into beggars and are forced to live on 
charfty. When a prisoner is sentenced 
to do time there he doesn't have a uni- 
form, he learns no trade and he doesn't 


anything to eat from the govern- 


ncnt. He is allowed to beg, though, 
or money and grnb, and ii' he won't beg 
—well, he can ptarvo. 


This begging is a funny kind of busi- 


ness. Take tho prison at Jacmel, for iu- 
tance. Well, every morning they fire 
he prisoners out to pick np whatever 
hey can get, and each fellow has a sol- 
lier along with him to seo that he 
loesn't run away. The two beg together 
all day and whack np in tho evening. 
["hen the soldier brings back his prisoner 
o jail and goes np to the fort to show 
hat he has his musket all right, and 
lasn't sold it for drinks or a square meal 
during the day." 


SOLDIERS GET NO PAY. 


But don't the Haytian soldiers get 


pay?" 


No, they don't. Any money there is 


n the army goes to the generals, and of 
hem there are enough to command the 
combined armies of Europe and America. 
Once in a long \vhile the Haytian soldier 
gets a dollar, which is worth about 
seventy cents in our money, but he and 
;ho prisoners live by begging. They go in 
;wos from house to house and from store 
;o store. Sometimes they have a good 
day and make a dollar and sometimes 
they don't make fifty cents, but what- 
ever it ia they must live on it. 


The soldier himself is a scarecrow. 


He has never been drilled, has no uni- 
form to speak of, and if he hadn't a 
musket to carry around with him you 
couldn't tell him from the prisoner he is 
taking care of. You recollect the old 
Long Toms we had in our army before 
fcho war? "Well, that's the kind the Hay- 
tian soldiers carry. They are all old 
cap and ball cerncems, as like as not to 
go off at the wrong end. 


"Take a soldier, a sailor or a fireman 


with us, and they all have a pride in 
keeping all their tools neat and clean 
but military pride isn't in tho game thai 
the Haytian soldier plays. When he 
gets home after a day's begging he 
pitches his old musket into a corner jus' 
as a laborer in the street cleaning depart- 
ment gets rid of his shovel. It may be 
rusty and honeycombed, but as long as 
he can show up -with it at the fort anc 
satisfies tho government that it hasn' 
gone to the junk shop he's happy," 


DEATH OF NO ACCOUNT. 


"The soldiers and the prisoners rnus 


be pretty good chums?" 


"Well, that's very much as you taki 


it. It's a common eight to see the guarc 
and the prisoner reeling home together 
if they've made out well. 


"I suppose you'd imagine that prison 


erj would often get away with these 
kind of guardians, but they don't. When 
ever the boldier takes it into his heat 
that the prisoner is going to escape hi 
jubt shoots him dead, and that's all ther 
is to it. No coroner comes around anc 
post inorteins are unknown. Why, 
was walking one day with a friend on 
one of tho chief streets of Jacmel. 


"Eight in front of u<3 was a drunken 


soldiei- and a drunken prisoner. 'Now, 
said my friend, 'you watch that fellow 
and '•eo it' ho doesn't tako it into his 
head that his prisoner is going to escape 
and if ho does ho will shoot him.' Sure 
enough, n minute or two after the 
drunken prisoner staggered into the mid 
dlo of tho street, and the equally drunken 
soldier ups with his «Long Tom anc 
shoots him dead, 


"Things aro not quite as bad at Port 


au-Prince as they are at Jacmel and th 
smaller towns on the island, but the dif 
ferenco is not worth talking of. Hayl 
collects plenty of money in duties, but i 
is all grabbed by a few men, while th 
mass of tho people are left to get on as 
best they can, and aro forced to suppor 
out of their pockets as objects of charity 
soldiers and convicts."—New York Re- 
corder.

Tlio administration 
newspapers 
of 


Nevada, which have expressed an opinion 
of the fi a uncial plauk of the Ohio Demo- 
cratic platform, admitted that they did 
not understand it, or asserted that it did 
not favor free coinage. As it requires

New York Telegram, printed in this 
issue of the JOUBN-U,, Senator Stewart 
quotes the plank of tho Ohio -Demo- 
cratic platform, which the Gazette and 
other Hanison papers say does not fuvor 
freo coinage, anil says: 


"It is an unequivocal declaration in 


favor of restoring silver to the place it 
occupied as money before clandestine 
and revolutionary legislation robbed the 
people of the civilized world of more 
than one-half of the precious metal for 
uso ns money."

S A AN FORD NOT A CANDIDATE. 


Senator Stanford of California, in re- 


ply to a letter which hu received from 
Colonel J. 11. Rickey of St. Louis, says it 
aeems to him that the People's party are 
making a mistake in inserting si many 
questions in their platform. 
People may 


agree upon ono or two great issues ami 
differ upon others not so essential. 
The 


money plunk of the Cincinnati platform 
might be satisfactory to people who 
might differ on tho raihoad plank. Tho 
latter the Senator considers a momentous 
question. 
lie can readily appreciate 


that the consolidation of railroads under 
ono management would render 
their 


operation less expensive. The burden ot 
transportation ultimately falls upon the 
producer, and it is plain that if the Gov- 
ernment, could substitute, say two per 
cent, bonds in exchange for the existing 
indebtedness of the railroad companies, 
the benefit to the patrons of the roads 
would be the difference between tho two 
pur cent, and sis per cent, interest gen- 
erally borno by railroad bonds. 
Again, 


if the Government was content to operate 
the railroads without profit, tho amount 
now paid stockholders 
in dividends 


would be saved to tho patrons of the 
roads. 
So fur, he believes, Government 


control of railroads has not been a suc- 
cess anywhere, and a great many peoplo 
would hesitate to favor it on account of 
the vast political influence it would give 
an administration desiiing to perpetuate 
its power. 


Ho says he has received many letters 


approving his land bill, and some sug- 
gesting his name as a Presidential candi- 
date. 
This caused him {o reflect upon 


the possibility of a nomination, and be 
has made up his mind voluntarily not to 
be a candidate, and much less to seek a 
nomination.

interest in tho State, as they left Nevada 
when their terms expired.

In the midst of the excite- 
ment* Stefanos suddenly disappeared and 
later bis corpse was found in a sack on the 
bank of the river, the body being covered 
with stabs. Suspicion fell npou the men 
whom Stefanos had accused, and five oS 
the Spanish batchers and two of their ap- 
prentices were arrested.

lad named Gianni, confessed that the five 
prisoners had murdered Stefanos and oaic 
him (Gianni; to .carry the body in a snclc 
to the river. The mystery of the girl'i 
d' ath is yet unsolved.

And was the strongest and clearest declara- 
tion in favor of silver thai, could be made. 


The victory in Obio is significant of 


what may be anticipated in the elections 
of nearly all the Western and Southern 
States. The people appear to be deter- 
mined to try free coinage, and it senna 
useless for those who are opposed to it to 
thwart their wishes longer. The agitation 
oi the silver question that is being carried 
on at this time in almost every part of the 
country is bearing fruit. 
While the Farm- 


ers' Alliance is keeping the subject to the 
front in the South and Went, Senators 
Stewart and Jones are worrying the finan- 
ciers and monometalists on Wall Street, 
and giving the people of the East by their 
discourses the opportunity of judging for 
themnelves whether or not their condition 
will be improved by the use of silver as 
real money, So far it is an undisputed 
tact that the disousaion in the Evening 
Telegram on silver, the advocates of free 
coinage have the better of the controversy.

The plank ia the Democratic platform 


of Ohio, adopted on July 15, is an une- 
quivocal declaration in favor of restoring 
silver to the place it occupied as money 
before clandestine and revolutionary legis- 
lation robbed the people of the civilized 
world of more than one-half of the supply 
of the precious metals as money. That 
plank, which will be printed ia all the 
languages of the civilized world, reads as 
follows: 


We denounce the demonetization ol 


silver in 1873 by the party then in power 
as aa iniquitous alteration of the money 
standard in favor of creditors and against 
debtors, taxpayers and producers, and 
which by shotting off one oi the sources 
of supply of primary money operates con- 
tinually to increase the value of gold, de- 
press prices, hamper industry and dispar- 
age enterprise, and ire demand the rein- 
statement of the constitutional standard of 
of both gold and silver, with the equal 
right to each of free and unlimited coin- 
age. 


DEMONETIZATION OF SILVKB. 


The only possible criticism which any 


honest and patriotic man can make of this 
bold and unequivocal declaration of prin- 
ciple is the implication that the party in 
power in 1873 is responsible for the de- 
monetization of silver. It will not be de- 
nied that the renk and fie of all political 
parties were ignorant of any intention to 
demonetize silver, and of the fast that the 
silver dollar had been omitted from the 
liat of coins by the mint act of 1873 nntil 
several years alter its passage, and until 
the falling price of silver, aa compared 
with gold, led to an inquiry. It is equally 
certain that ^the leaders of both political 
parties, with but one known exception, 
were as ignorant as the masses of the peo- 
ple of the fact that silver was demonetized 
by that act. 


Let those who doubt this read the de- 


nials of ex-Presidents Orant and Garfield, 
Senators Bofy, Conkling, Allison, Blaine, 
Vorhees, Book, Hereford and How, and 
Representatives Holman, Cannon, Kelly

A EKPEAL DEMANDED. 


The ftiends of honest money now de- 


mand and insist that the legislation which 
was placed on the statute book in 1873, 
the first discovered by the people in 1876, 
denying to silver the right of coinage, 
shall ba repealed, and the money of the 
Oonstitntion restored. 


The Republican party has unequivocally 


promised to comply with this demand, In 
its platform adopted in the National Con 
vention at Chicago, in 1888, it declared that 
"the Republican party la in favor of the 
use of both gold and silver es money 
This declaration of principle can only be 
carried into effect by free coinage of both. 
The use of either as a promise to pay in 
the other recognizes but one as money. 
Will it be contended that tho millions of tons 
of paper manufactured in this country are 
used as money because the Government 
prints promises to pay in money on paper 
which form a large part of our circulating 
medium? Would paper be money if the 
Government did nothing more than stamp 
upon it its weight and fineness, without 
any promise ot payment or redemption, or 
any declaration that the paper itself was 
money, to be paid or redeemed in monay 
whenever required by the-holder, is not the 
use of paper per se as money, why is the 
use of silver as a representative of gold, 
its value to depend upon the promise of re- 
demption in gold, the nag ot silver as 
money? 


PSBTINENT QUESTIONS, 


That Republican platform declares that 


the "Republican party ia in favor of the 
use of both gold and silver as money."

Do 
they not know that a veto power under 
such circumstances would be usurpation 
and in plain violation of the principles of 
free government and of the Constitution as 
construed by the frames and by the ablest 
and purest jurists and statesmen for more 
than a hundred years?' 
Would they, it 


they could, induce the Pressdent of the 
United States to sacrifice himself and the 
party be represents for a temporary victory 
for the bondholders over the strnugling 
masses? Do they think that the prolonga- 
tion of the contest unlil the Presidential 
election of 1892, when defeat for them is 
inevitable, will compensate them for the 
sacrifices they will be compelled to make 
in the struggle? Do they suppose that the 
President of the United States, who has 
been elevated to the most important office 
in the civilized world by the suffrages of 
the people, will be willing to violate the 
spirit of the Constitution, sacrifice his rep- 
utation as a statesman and lose the re- 
spect of his constituents, to enable the rich 
to extort from the poor, unlil a successor 
to him is elected to aid in lighting the 
wrong of 1873 ?

BOTH PAK11E3 AOCE6SOBX, 


It must be admitted, however, that the 


gold advocates who robbed the people of 
the cmlizrd world of one-half of their sup- 
ply of money, have succeeded, since 1873, 
in making both parties accessory after the 
fact to the crime of the nineteenth century.

STAMPED AS BBAIi MOSZT. 


For thousands of years previous to 1873 


silver and gold enjoyed the sovereign right 
to be stamped aa real money. Each metal 
was ft money metal, because nothing was 
required to make it money but the stamp 
of the Government to designate its weight 
and fineness. While each metal enjoys 


requisite. Neither conld be useeTss money 
without such stamp. Both were used as 
money prior to 1873 by virtue of Buoh 
stamp, and not otherwise. 


After that time the United States refused 


to authorize the use of silver by stamping 
or coining as formerly. 
The refusal to 


coin silver to be used as money was tbe 
evil which called for the declaration in the 
platform. When the Convention declared 
that it favored the use of both gold and 
silver as money, will it be denied that the 
party promised to adopt the only method 
by which tbe two metals had been or conld 
be used as money, namely, to stamp or 
coin both on equal terms and without dis- 
crimination against either? 
The conten- 


tion that the purchase of silver bullion to 
be used as a circulating medium redeema- 
ble in gold, is a fulfillment of tbe promise 
rf the Chicago Convention in 1888 to use 
silver itself as money, is a transparent sub- 
terfuge. 
If silver is to be used aa a repre- 


sentative of money, its value as such to de- 
pend upon redemption in gold, why not 
use paper, which is just aa good for that 
purpose and more convenient? 
There is 


now in the commercial world more silver 
coin than gold coin, but the trouble is that 
on the gold theory silver coin is not itself 
real money, but its value depends upon the 
promise of redemption in gold. 


GOLD AMD SIIiVBB COIN. 


At the time of tbe commission of the 


crime of 1873 statisticians estimate that 
there were $7,500,000,000 of gold and sil- 
ver coin in the world, all of which was then 
real money. According to the report of 
the Director of the Mint there ia now less 
than half that amount of gold coin, and 
this, on the gold theory, is all the real 
money there is now in the world. 
Every 


possible effort has been made by the pro- 
ducers of wealth to sustain the price of 
property and to resist stagnation, bank 
rnptoy and ruin. But it is beginning to be 
understood that tbe 
reduction of the 


world's money to the limited supply of 
gold means disaster. 
The enormous in- 


crease in the purchasing power of gold, 
caused by tbe destruction of one-half of 
the real money of the world, has placed 
the destiny of the commercial world in the 
keeping of an oligarchy of gold monopo- 
lists, who are more or a el ia their exactions 
than the worst form of despotism. 


The issue between the producers and the 


absorbers of wealth is now plain. Tha 
Ohio phtform, declaring for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, shows that tbe 
people can no longer be deceived by false 
promises or vague, unmeaning declarations 
of political managers working in the inter- 
est of the gold trust.
